An Opcu Polar Sea ItnposDlblr. 
New Yop.k, March 6‘.h.—Dr. Thomas 
Antiadel, who lectured on the Pacific Ocean 
last evening, says tho Times, proved to the 
satisfaction of geographers present that there 
were no warm currents iu the Pacific Ilka the 
Gulf Stream of tho Atlantic. Toe only reg­ 
ularly defined warm current ia one extending 
from tho equator northward along tbc Asiatic 
shore, where it lore: itself in the cold cur­ 
rents from the north. This current exists 
oniy in warm weather, and is due iu3inly to 
tho mcnecoES. A second resec a is the forma- 
tii.u of the esft bottom. A t Behring’* Straps 
it is iiku aui oia-fushionod “ peaked” roof of 
a house, u itb a depth of forty-five fathoms 
of w akr covr.iing it on the south side; 
40 on tbc north, and only 27 fathoms oa the 
tidgo of land extending between Aeia and 
America at the narrowest p u n t between the 
countries. This ridge, fco claims, effectually 
prevents the H iwfcsg of warm currents to tbc 
r.orlh, of sufficient volume to have any effect 
on Arctic waters, and so makes an open Polar 
Sea impotsible. 
Chief J ustice Daly indorsed 
the theory cf tho lecturer, and expressed him­ 
self delighted at this confirmation of his 
often-expres»cd theory in opposition to these 
of Maury, Kane. Hayes and other Arctic ex­ 
plorers, with whom he had had frequent con­ 
troversies ou the subject. 
The Indians in the “ Fat- ’.Test,” 
S t. P a u l (Minn.), March 6:k.—Advices 
are received at the department headquarters 
from Captain O. B. Reed, of the Eleventh 
Infantry, in command at Cau.p Poplar River, 
Montana, to the effect that on the 1st instant 
sc ut Culbertson reported from Timber creek 
the capture of nine lodges of Creek Indians 
belonging to B ;g Bear’s camp, and which ho 
said he would hold until troops were sent to 
hie i s-istance. The Indiana state that there 
were thirty lodges of Creeks camped at Big 
Bend. Milk river, twelve days ago, but a de­ 
tachment from F oit Assiniboine drove them 
cway, nine of which are at Timber creek, 
separa.tad from the others, and came towards 
the Missouri river. Tho remaining twenty- 
one lodges did not move a great distance from 
Big B-'tid, because of the deep snow, and in 
spite of the shaking up given them by the 
troops from Assiciboine, are reported still on 
this side. 
Culbertson also reports ficdicg the 
bod¡e3 of two white men frczsn to deaih in 
their lodges about twenty-five miles from 
Timber creek. A mounted detachment has 
been sent from Poplar liver to Culbertson’s 
camp, to bricg in the captu-ed Creeks, and 
in reply to Cap'ain Reed’s request for in­ 
structions, orders have been issued by Gen­ 
eral Ferry to send the Indians acroes the 
bonndary lias into the British possessions. 
The New York School Disaster—t oroner’s 
Inquest. 
N ew Y o rk , March fith.—The jury of in­ 
quest finds that 
fourteen children were 
crushed to death during the panic recently in 
the German Catholic echool-houso on Fourth 
street. The jury add that the school building 
is insufficient to accommodate 700 children, 
the average attendance. The si airway should 
be provided with hand rails on both sides. 
They recommend that frequent and syste­ 
matic alarm exercises be had ia all the 
schools, and in order to enable the Superin­ 
tendents of the different schools to avail 
themselves of all experience in this matter, 
the attention of the Board of Education is 
called to the expediency of appointing a suit­ 
able person to superintend the false alarm 
drills. 
llackbone of a Rebellion Rroken. 
S t. L o u is, March Ctb.—Advices from In­ 
dian Territory say that General Porter, chief 
military officer of the Creek Nation, recently 
captured Sleeping R ibbit, second in command 
and influence in the rebel faction headed by 
Spiochie, and a half dozen other leaders. Tho 
same party now ha3 them in confinement. 
This will probably break the backbone of the 
rebellion.

A nd yet, as an evidence of how the public 
reading taste has changed and the policy 
of journalists has been modified, the Jo u r­ 
nal gives its legislature but from one to 
tw o columns per day of report, and that in 
a very open manner. 
N ot infrequently its 
report is less than a column in length, 
A 
few years ago legislative reports, in many 
States, “ ran ” with all the routine and the 
speeches, to the exclusion of all other mat­ 
ter, if necessary. N ow there is hot a State 
in the U nion where a newspaper attempts 
or finds it profitable to publish full reports. 
The people prefer a brief, pointed state­ 
m ent of the more important proceedings, 
and the journals of the day respond to 
their demand everywhere. 
This íb EOt an 
evidence cf a decline of interest in legis­ 
lative procedure, nor of j-mrcalistic enter­ 
prise, 
On the contrary, it is an evidence 
of an improved judgment on the part of 
both people and publishers. 


T E E 
SAN 
FRANCISCO 
CHARTER. 


The Bulletin, Call, Chronicle and E xam ­ 
iner supported the new Charter for San 
Francisco, and urged the people to give it 
a large majority of votes. 
The Vast, A lta 
and Report opposed the adoption of the 
instrument. 
The people went to the polls 
and defeated the Charter. 
The result is 
neither victory nor defeat, in a true sense, 
for either of these papers. 
The truth is 
that the people have had one deep, lo n g 
draught of new hastily drawn organic law 


in the State Constitution, and were indis­ 
posed to adopt so voluminous an instru­ 
ment as the new Charter on mere recom­ 
mendation, for no one will be so rash as to 
assert that the mass of voters liad sufficient 
tim e in which to analyze the very lo n g tfcy 
document. 
Tho people are each year

WORK OF 
T H E LEGISLATURE. 


Up to noon yesterday the work of the 
Legislature, according to tho enrolled bills 
filed w ith the Secretary of State, make a 
meager showing, so far as the volume of 
statutes is concerned. 
The French have 


a proverb, “ Enough is as good as a feast,” 
and this may well apply in this case. 
It 
is not in the m ultiplicity of laws that wis­ 
dom is fcund. 
The thinner the volume of 
statutes of 1SS3, the better pleased will be 
the people. 
A ll tho laws which had re­ 
ceived the Governor’s approval up to yes­ 
terday w ill not cover tw enty pages in 
standard statute form, and it is probable 
that thirty pages will embrace the whole 
•work of the iw o houses. 
In thÍ3 we find 
cause for satisfaction. 


T n s W iunemucca S i ’ver State has this reflection 
on th e anti-railroad legislation c*£ the late Legisla­ 
tu re of N evada: “ Nearly all the acts in the farce 
were introduced for political eftect. The programme 
seems to have been arranged to give ambitious poli­ 
ticians opportunity to air their eloquence at an 
expense to th e taxpajers of at least §1,QC0 a da}\ 
and with the im plicit under taudirg th at their ti­ 
rades should end in nothing more serious than 
words. It is getting to be pretty generally conceded 
th a t the resources of th e State cannot be thoroughly 
developed w ithout railroads, and it is adm itted that 
railroads cannot carry passengers and freight 
m uch less than the present rates within the State 
of Nevada. 
The reduction of rates to 5 cents per 
m ile for passengers and 10 cents per ton per mile 
for freight would, according to the bc3t information 
obtainable, not only stop railroad buildm g, but the 
running of trim s on the Nevada Central and other 
sh o rt lines in Nevada.

CHEAP 
SCHOOL 
BOOKS. 


Superintendent Ayers, after a careful 
estimate, reported that the State, through 
its printing office, can produce the ordinary 
school books used in the common schools, 
up to and including the grammar grades^ 
at a saving to the people of over one-lialf 
the sum they now expend. 
Such books 
can be supplied to people at cost, and the 
State not be involved a farthing. 
His 
showing was explicit. 
It was a plain busi­ 
ness statem ent by a thoroughly competent 
official. 
A s against this, certain journals, 
whose voice is, in effect at least, raised in 
the interest of rich school-book rings and 
publishers, enter demurrers, and proceed 
to criticise the figures. 
This criticism, 
when resolved to its drega, rests upon ba'.d 
assertions that the Superintendent cannot 
do a3 he officially declares he can. 
It is 
unnecessary to go into details; the esti­ 
mates allow a broad margin for the unfore­ 
seen, and a large percentage for possibili­ 
ties of error. 
There is no reason, as yet, 
advanced at all sufficient to overthrow tho 


printer’s calculations. 
The 
experiment 
may well be tried. 
W e believe it would 
prove entirely successful.

The grain which baa 
been planted is still safe, but is beginning to suffer 
for want of rain. A good rain in the course of the 
next two weeks would bring an Average crop, even j year, 
in the drvest parts of th e county. There is very 
little wheat held in this county at present, either in 
warehouses or by farmers. 
The high prices which 
prevailed last sum m er induced m ost of the holders 
to part w ith their grain. The fruit crop is an im­ 
portant item in this county, and ¿orne fears are en­ 
tertained concerning it, owing.- to the coming to­ 
gether of two dry seasons.

full crop w ith such a rain ; th at most cf the w inter 
sowing would make from half to a three-fourths yield 
with a rain in ten days or two weeks. lh e best 
prospects are in the lower ant. upper end of the 
county, the worst from W illiams to Willows. 
If we 
don’t have rain in a fortnight j,he county will not 
m ake feed and seed for another year, although some 
are of the opinion th a t some of the crops will be 
made w ith favorable w eather w ithout rain. There 
is tw enty per cent, m ore area in wheat this season 
than ever before, and a great deal more of it in 
sum m er f .Uow. 
U nder the best conditions the 
county will not produce more barley than it will re ­ 
quire for home consumption, and is likely to be a 
buyer. 
There is b u t very little w heat in the county 
of the old crop—not to exceed ten thousand tons. 
Tnis is held mostly by farm ers and local dealers, and 
ia generally not for sale at anything like present 
offerings. 
K e r n , 
Bakkrsfikld'.—The area sown to wheat and bar­ 
ley th:s year will not exceed one half of th at which 
was devoted to these cercal9 last'year.

cific, to tho railroad company, was §158,000,­ 
000, but be did not know how much it cost 
the Contract and Finance Company. 
It the 
law ia laid down that coEtractoro aro cot to 
make any profit, there will be no more rail­ 
roads built. 
The impression ia, and he 
thought ex-Grovernor Irwia to some extent 
responsible for it, that the honda given by the 
Uovernmeut were all in the hands of the 
company or members of it, as clear profit. 
Excepting Mr. Huntington, ho did not think 
that any of the company ever saw one of tbe 
bonds. 
They aie now mostly held in Europe. 
They were a good investment, drawing G per 
cent. 
Neither himself, Mr. Star ford nor Air. 
Huntington ever owned any cf them. 
They 
were put at ones on the market and sold to 
build the road, and they did not bring enough 
to build it with. 
The company is still paying 
interest ou them, and also on §54,000,000, 
represented by stock. 
The majority of the 
Central Pacific stock is ia the hands of Stan­ 
ford, *Hur. tic gton and myself. There are some 
outside holders. 
Mr. Hopkins’ stock has 
been distributed fcince his death among his 
heirs.

In answer to questions as to wh3thcr Mr. 
Stow was a regular employe cf tho com- 
piny, what salary he was paid, and if ho 
nad been givcnTmoney to use for election cr 
legislativa purposes, he replied that it was 
not policy to g iv e the salary of persons 
employed; and as to money given for pur­ 
poses indicated, he never gave him aey, and, 
as a matter of fact, if any of th*o company 
employed him for such purpose, be knew 
nothing about it.

R e c o r d U n io n : I am asked b y a cor­ 
respondent in the Bcc to answer c: rtiin ques­ 
tions. 
W ith your consent I will try to do 
so. 
I am not posted r.B to fice points in law, 
but claim to havj ordinary commoneense.

am told when Mr. H ill was Superintendent 
of the Schools there were about 1,000 scholars 
and twenty-five teachers. 
H e got, it is said, 
81,200 a year—I don’t know exactly. 
Thera 
are now over 2 ,0 0 0 papila and fifty-seven 
teachers, and double tho number of school- 
houses that Mr. Hill had to take cara of. 
The school property is now ten times the 
value it was then. 
So, I fu;p ¡se, a Superin­ 
tendent now h»s more work todo than hs did 
then. 
H e don’. get 82 400 a year, but 81 200 
and office rent, and has to pay tho Truant 
Officer’s salary, that is added to his salary. 
But I am not saying that the present salary 
might not ba reduced ; but if so, why did not 
some one ask the Legislature to do eo ? Tho 
city can’t change it. 
As to the teachers and 
their ¡ al.aries, end why they should get more 
than a skilled mechanic, 1 want to say that 
teachers work from 8:30 a . m. to 2:30 p. m. 
in the school-houKS, and have to work, many 
of 
them, until 
la te at night, 
and all 
of them out of echool hours, in preparing 
lessons, correcting exercises, and such like, 
Then they are employed only ten months of 
the year, and get pry for that only. 
Now 
many of them have but half-day classes, and 
get 81 I6 3 a d iv : other; in whole day classes 
get from 82 to 83 a day per month, while the 
few principals get the big wages, 
áo you see 
tha*, as skilled mechanics got from S3 to 
$4 50 a day, and laborers from 82 to 82 50 a 
day in Sacran.eato, and all have work twelve 
months in 
the year, it shows that the 
average wages paid teachers for the year 
round is much h«l >w that paid for ordinary 
manual labor. 
If they only work five days 
in a week their time is tbe cLy’s all the eaaie, 
as th? 7 work by the month. 
If any skilled 
mechanic works twenty hours, as the Bee 
correspondent rays, hs knows ho gets paid for 
the extra timo ov r ten hours, and at a higher 
rate.
